The hearing before the Illinois. Pollution 
Control Board to review the Illinois En- 
vironmental Protection Agency's (IEPA) 
denial of a permit to receive and inject 
sludge at Hillview Farms in Richmond is 
scheduled for Thursday and Friday, Aug. 28 
and 29, It will be held at Richmond-Burton 
High School. Time has been set aside on Aug. 
28 from 6 to 10 p.m. to hear comments from 
the public. Asst. Atty. Gen. Matt Dunn noted 
that after the regular hearing is finished, 
probably the afternoon of Aug. 29, additional 
time will be available for comments from the 
i genera] public. 

As the date approaches for what many 
believe will settle the issue, the citizens' 
committee and the attorney general's office 
are confident that they will prevail and 
Hillview will have to cease its sludge 
operations. 

Richmond attorney Donald Stinespring, 
who is the vice-chairman of the -citizens' 
committee and has acted as its legal counsel, 
said, "We are doing our best to be prepared. 
We will be impressive. 

"There were eight specific reasons for 
denial by the IEPA as well as general 
arguments. If the IEPA is right on any one of 
those reasons, the appeal should be denied. 1 
believe the IEPA was right." 

Stinespring added that while the .com- 
mittee has not always been confident of the 
"outcome, they have always known that they 
were right. He says he is not sure when to ex- 
pect notification of the pollution control 
[board's decision, but that someone from his 
'committee will ask. 

• Dunn, who has handled the case for the at- 
torney general's office, expressed his con- 
fidence that the IEPA properly reviewed the 
application. 

"1 believe the IEPA should be upheld," he 
said. "McHenry County would have been 
greatly disserved if the agency (IEPA) had 



done otherwise;" 

Dunn noted that this hearing only covers 
the appeal of the first denial. While the ap- 
peal should cause Hillview sludge operations 
to stop if it is denied, Hillview could ask that 
operations be allowed to continue while the 
appeal on the second denial is pending. 
Though Dunn does not believe that would be 
allowed, it is up to the pollution control board 
to make the decision. 

Arnold May, the owner of Hillview, com- 
mented only that "both sides will be presen- 
ted and the pollution control board will make 
the decision." 

May added that he will wait until after the 
board has made its decision to make any fur- 
ther comment, though he said his side is well 
prepared. 

May's operations suffered quite a blow 
when his biggest customer, Abbott 
Laboratories, stopped shipping sludge to the 
farm on Aug. 8. According to Abbott 
spokesman Charles Weber, the company had 
a contractual obligation to ship six million 
gallons of sludge to Hillview annually. Ab- 
bott's sludge is now being shipped toother 
EPA approved sites. -

District 34 Approves Budget, 
Reviews Student Absences 



Antioch Grade School Dist. 34 gave, ten- 
tative approval to its budget for the '86-'87 
school year at its regular meeting on 
Tuesday, Aug. 19. The budget will be on file 
in the. district office for 30 days for public in-' 
spection and will receive final approval at 
the meeting scheduled for Tuesday, Sept. 23. 

The total amount of the budget was 
$4,761,131.75 with $3,204,559.75 in the 
education fund. 

The schools will begin the year with an ap- 
proximate enrollment of l ,525 students. 

The board examined two policies recom- 
mended by the Illinois Assn. of School Boar- 
ds. The first clarifies district policy on the 
per capita charge for out-of-district students. 
The second is ' an equal opprotunity 
statement on the distribution of resources 
equally in all buildings throughout the 



district. Both policies will be reviewed by the 
board this month and will come up for final 
approval at the next regular meeting. 

The board examined the student absence 
report from last year; While the school ex- 
ceeds the statewide average attendance 
figures, officials were concerned that junior 
high school attendance (95.1 percent) was 
lower, than that of elementary attendance 
(95.9 percent). 

"By the time children reach junior high 
school,"' most childhood diseases have 
passed," said Supt. Donald Skidmore. "Of 
course, we realize that junior high is the level 
at which truancy problems usually begin, but 
the board is examining ways of improving at- 
tendance."

Her GOP opponent is County 
Board Dist. 4 Rep. Donna- 
Mae Litwiler of Ingleside. 
.Four year's ago, Hess 
defeated Republican Harry 
Thomas of Libertyville by 
353 votes out of 111,187 votes 
registered in the contest. 
Hess succeeded Democrat 
Grace Mary Stern, who ser- 
ved three terms as county 
clerk. The Democrats have 
controlled the county clerk's 
office for the past 16 years. 

Antioch Twp. has been a 
Republican bastion since the 
Great Flood. Dist 4 County 
Board Rep. and Twp Super- 
visor, Jim Fields, has been 
the dominant political figure 
in the area. Fields will cam- 
paign hard for Litwiler's 
election. In 1988, Fields will 
be seeking reelection to the 
county board from Dist. 4, 
which includes Antioch,. 
Avon, Grant, and Lake Villa 
Twps. By supporting Lit- 
wiler's candidacy, Fields 
will probably secure the en- 
dorsement of the Grant Twp. 
Republican machine. in his 
reelection bid. There has 
been a sharp decline in 
Fields' popularity in Avon 
and Lake Villa Twps. He will 
need Grant Twp.'s support to 
enhance his reelection 
prospects. 

A feud has developed bet- 
ween Antioch Twp. 
Republican Chairman Chuck 



Kempf and Fields. Kempf 
supported Litwiler's 
primary opponent, Waucon- 
da Village Clerk Venita L. 
McConnel. Will the Fields- 
Kempf differences impair 
the effectiveness of the An- 
tioch Twp. GOP organization 
in the fall election? 

In addition, Antioch Twp. 
may be ringing in a new 
political era. Last year, 28- 
year-old Mark Ring defeated 
incumbent Dave Heath for 
Antioch Twp. Highway Com- 
missioner. Heath had been 
appointed to the office by 
Supervisor Jim Fields. 
Ring's election was further 
evidence that Fields' 
political base has eroded in 
his home township.

In a letter to the IEPA, Abbott Div. Coun- 
sel, Brian J. Smith, gave notice of Abbott's 
decision, saying, "As a result of.. .recent 
developments, Abbott will ship no additional 
sludge to Hillview Farms until the disposal 
issue and pending permit appeals are 
resolved.. .We have directed Hillview to 
cease and desist use of experimental 
procedures to dispose of Abbott sludge and to 
use the standard injection process to inject 
all remaining Abbott sludge at the Hillview 
site in accordance with its permits and all en- 
vironmental laws, rules and regulations." . 

The reference to experimental procedures 
arose from May's use of a pond on the farm 
to hold sludge for injection on fields that 
were distant from the umbilical unit from 
which sludge is piped. May said in an af- 
fidavit that he had not intended to use the 
pond as a holding site, but was just seeing if 
it could be used as a transfer point.

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The Lizard Hisses

The Grand Lizard of the Kii Ktux Klan (or 
whatever his silly title is) is demanding that 
his group or white supremists be allowed to 
march in parade on May 2, 1987 in Gurnee. If 
his group is not allowed a permit, threatens 
the lizard, the Klan may run a slate of 
candidates in next spring's village elections. 

We say that the Klan should be given a 
permit to march and we encourage its 
members to run in the election. It will be 
instructional for children throughout the 
area: many of them have heard the term, 
"white trash," before, but most do not know 
exactly what it looks like. 

These. days, the Klan is composed mostly 
of losers: white folks who don't have much of 
anything, including the gumption to better 
themselves or contribute anything of va lue to 
society. Since they are the dregs, they feel 
they have to have someone to feel they arc 
better than. In this country, they choose 
blacks. Jews, and Hispnnics for l he most 
part. 

It was not always so, though. There are 
people on this newspaper who lived in the 
south in the days when the Ku Klux Klan was 
a powerful and terrible force. The bloody 



image of an unshaven white. thug beating a 
little black boy into unconsciousness is not a 
memory that passes away easily. Neither is 
that of standing amidst the rubble of a black 
Baptist church in' Birmingham, Ala. where 
this scum called the Klan murdered so many 
black men, women, and children with a 
bomb in the early '60s. And they claimed to 
do it in the name of Christ. 

It is a measure of how far we have come 
that most people of all races react with 
disgust and revulsion to the vile" philosophy 
espoused by the Klan. We think, though, that 
it is a good thing for people to see what a 
pathetic, revolting spectacle these people 
are who would bring us back to the days of 
lynch mobs and burning crosses. For those 
too young to remember with their hearts the 
horror of irrational hatred, we believe that 
they should be taught with their minds just 
how low people con sink when they give vent 
to their dark passions. 

The power which the Klan wielded just a 
generation ago is one of our great national 
shames. But it should never be forgotten, lest 
it be repeated. 



Dealing Effectively 



Wauconda High School is making a few 
changes in its approach to dealing with drug 
and alcohol abuse among - its students. 
Students caught taking drugs or drinking 
alcohol will be able to get a lighter penalty by 
agreeing to participate, with their parents, in 
a seven-day drug and alcohol program at 
Parkside Lodge in Mundelein. 

At first, it may seem questionable to ease 
the consequences of substance use among 
high school students. But Wauconda school 
officials do not offer infinite patience: lenien- 
cy is only offered for the first two offenses 
during a student's high school career.. If 
there is a third offense, students lose many 
privileges, including the right to participate 
in athletic and some other extracurricular- 
programs for the balance of their high school 
career. 

School board president, Dan Quick, said 
that the idea behind the program is to deal 
more effectively with the problem of sub- 
stance abuse. The combination of punitive 
measures with educational and 
rehabilitational programs should do just 
that. 

The most tragic abusers of drugs and 
alcohol are not those who are immediately 
impaired in their day-to-day performance: 
those people must face the consequences of 



their abuse early, before they have begun a 
career. Rather, the most tragic abusers are 
those who are able to perform well in the 
early and middle stages of their dependency. 
The consequences of substance abuse cannot 
be avoided - only delayed. 

For those who are most talented, the con- 
sequences may not catch up until they are in 
or beyond their thirties. When it does finally 
hit, these people often lose their friends, 
family, fortune, and even their lives. Surely 
the litany of dead and injured celebrities who 
were brilliantly talented (John Belushi, Len 
Bias, Janis Joplin, Richard Pryor, et. al.) 
are evidence of this truth. 

It is far better that a person should face the 
consequences of his dependency by losing a 
football season in high school than by losing 
his life in mid-career. 

We think that Wauconda's program strikes 
a good balance. It offers students another 
chance if they attempt to deal with their 
problem, it gets parents involved in seeking 
a solution, and it does not offer infinite 
patience and mercy. 

Quick pointed out that the school has never 
had the situation arise that an athlete was 
caught abusing drugs or alcohol three times. 
We believe that this program will help insure 
that it stays that way. 



Taking A Bigger Bite 



Once the federal government gives final 
approval to the income tax reform package, 
the Stale or Illinois is going to get a big in- 
crease in its tax revenues without having the 
bother of voting on the issue. 

Illinois income tax is figured on the ad- 
justed gross income line on federal tax 
returns. Since less will be deductible under 
the reform package, the average person's 
adjusted gross income will be higher than 
under the present system. On the federal 
level, that higher figure will be partially 
offset by lower rates for most people. 

Illinois officials, though, have made no 
suggestion that they will compensate for the 
change by lowering rates. The closest any 
have come is Comptroller Roland Burris, 
who would cut sales' tax while increasing 
state income tax by a proportionate amount. 
Taxpayers will not be able to deduct sales 
tax on federal forms, but will be able to 
deduct state income tax, so this would offer 
some relief. 



It will not change the fact, however, that 
the state is going to receive a windfall which 
will be paid for by its citizens. To figure out 
approximately how much more you will pay, 
take last year's forms and figure out how 
much your adjusted gross income would be 
without the deductions that will be abolished 
with reform. Then find your tax on the 
Illinois tables and compare to what you paid 
last year.

Burris. running for his third term as the 
No. 1 watchdog of state spending, is a picture 
of confidence as he chats about the duties of 
his office, offers his viewpoints on the 
problems of society and comments on his 
responsibilities as a role model for American 
youth.

Fighting Fire With Education 

Firefighters from throughout the Lake County area spent two weekends attending 
a seminar conducted by nationally recognized juvenile firesetter expert, Patricia 
Mieszala. Held ol the College of Lake County, the seminar is expected to help fire 
departments set up programs in their own communities to help solve the problem 
of children who start fires. FBI statistics show that almost half of all arson fires are 
started by juveniles. 



Saturdays, Aug. 16 and 23. 
firefighters from 13 com- 
munities throughout Lake 
County gathered at the 
College of Lake County to 
participate ma seminar to 
help develop programs in 
their own communities to 
combat the problem of 
juvenile firesetters. 

The seminar was run by 
Patricia Mieszala, -'K.N..' 
director and president of 
BurnConcerns. a consultant 
company that deals with 
issues relating to lire. 
Mies/ala has 18 years of 
experience and has received 
national recognition in the 
areas of psychiatry, burn 
care, rehabilitation, and 
prevention. She has received 
several distinguished 
national awards, par- 
ticularly for her work in the 
National -Juvenile Firesetter 
project. 

According lo Mieszala. 
then* are three categories ol 
juvenile firesetters: the 
young child who. out of 
curiosity, accidentally starts 
a fire; the child who sets a 
lire because . of other 
problems; and the 
pathological child who sets a 
lire with malice and intent to 
. destroy. The first child needs 
discipline and education and 
is ol minor concern; the 
third child is of extreme 
concern; hut it is the one in 
the middle, who is only of 
moderate concern, that has 
missed being identified and 
treated in most com- 
munities. 

"Children may begin 
starting fires as early as at 
18 months.'.' Mieszala said, 
"but in most cases it is an 
accident. Parents should not 
just forget aboul it or figure 
t hiit it is a phase they will 



fire for all sorts of good and 
useful purposes. On the 
other, whenever they try to 
use it. we scold them. Just 
because they get their hands 
slapped every time they 
touch the matches does not 
mean they will lose their 
curiosity about fire. They 
will simply wail until the 
adults are not around' and 
then get the matches. That, 
of course, is the very typo or 
dangerous situation most of 
i us want toa void. 

The best way to leach 
children the proper respect 
tor the awesome power of 
fire. Mieszala said, is lo start 
explaining what it can do 
and what it is useful for al a 
very young age. When 
children reach the age of 
about three, parents should 
teach them how to use 
matches and lighters 
properly, explaining that 
they should never use them 
without their parents 
present. 

Sitting at lunch. I noted 
thai when my parents moved 
to a rural farm, the three 
children wtio moved with 
them never seemed to get in 
the scrapes with fire that the 
three of us who were older 
had when we lived in an 
urban setting, even though 
the k ids on the farm used fire 
much more frequently: the 
family's only source of heat 
is a fireplace and wood- 
burning stove. 

Mieszala said that was 
absolutely correct and as it 
should be expected. 

.In a rural setting. 
children must be taught 
early how lo use fire in order . 
to complete their chores. 
Any lime a fire started by a 
rural child gels out of con-

Though the age of 21 will then be the legal 
drinking age, really a solid 19 will fill the bill.

The college world might have to set 
blanket non-drinking laws if this fractured 
policing proves to be too difficult.

Crack Explosion 
Rocks Drug World 



A new form of' cocaine houses, where the drug is 
known as "crack" may be manufactured, sold and of- 
the most addictive drug in ten consumed, are popping 
the nation today and because up j n suburbia like fast-food 
it's relatively cheap and franchises.

"Sometimes we get 
caught up in how a drug is 
obtained and whether it's 
legal or illegal, that we 
forget about the disease 
aspect."

,; Not everyone who uses will 
become addicted, but for 
those who are unfortunate 
enough to have this disease, 
the stigma attached to it 
makes getting help very dif- 
ficult."

Wise. 

Crack, or rock as it's 
sometimes known, is a 
processed form of cocaine, 
converted from sniffable 
powder to smokable chunk 
via baking soda and 
household bleach. It's then 
sold on the street in vials for 
about $10. 

Crack is an extremely 
pure form of cocaine, 
reaching the smoker's brain 
within 10 seconds. For five to 
20 minutes, the user will ex- 
perience a tremendously 
euphoric high, then he'll 
come crashing down into an 
'often debilitating 

depression. 

"The problem with crack 

is the high is so short-lived

problems it causes them are 
sick, not bad.

"We're not condoning use 
of illegal drugs," McKearn 
points out.

Beware Of Billing Abuses 
By Utilities, Banks, Etc. 



American consumers arc 
finding it increasingly dif- 
ficult to decipher over- 
charges on utility bills, bank 
statements and credit card 
bills. 

A recent Gallup Poll 
reported that 28 percent of 
the people surveyed did not 
know how to read and un- 
derstand their telephone 
bills. 

The problems have been 
compounded by the 
divestiture of AT&T and 
deregulation of many 
telephone services by the 
federal government. Con- 
sumer advocates told The 
Meyers Report about the 
following recent billing 
problems with energy 
utilities, credit cards and 
bank statements: 

-TELEPHONE COM- 
PANIES - AT&T and other 
telephone companies have 
been found charging 
customers rental fees for 
telephone equipment which 
has been purchased or 
returned. 

Several long distance 
companies have been 
signing up residential ana 
small business customers 
for long distance calling 
service without obtaining the 
customer's authorization. 

Telephone companies 
often charge customers for 
local and long distance calls 
that ar.c dialed but not 
completed. Some companies 
start charging you after five 
or six rings, even if no one 
answers the phone. 

One way to spot this billing 
abuse is to look for one- 
minute telephone calls on 
your bill. One customer of 
Pacific Bell found more than 
100 one-minute calls on his 
bill. Experts say this 
practice will diminish as all 
long distance companies get 
"equal access" to long 
distance lines. 

Poor quality long distance 
service is commonplace. If 
you experience trouble 
hearing the other party, or 
arc suddenly disconnected, 
contact the long distance 
company immediately, or 
make a note of the date and 
time of the call, when your 
bill comes, do not pay for the 
call. 

-ENEKGY UTILITIES - 
On gas and electric bills, be 
partiularly wary of 
"estimated meter readings" 



in which the company 
simply guesses about usage 
in prior months to determine 
your current bill. This can be 
a major form of billing 
abuse. 

Faulty meter reading is 
another problem. One 
customer or Brooklyn Union 
Gas was billed $33 because of 
an estimated meter reading 
on an apartment which 
happened to be vacant 
during that month. 

Watch carefully for other 
types of creative billing. A 
customer of Commonwealth 
Edison in Chicago com- 
plained that the company 



you know it is virtually 
impossible to follow the fine 
print which explains how the 
company determined the 
finance charges. 

Different banks use dif- 
fcrent methods of 
calculating interest fees. It's 
possible that under the same 
interest rate your finance 
charges could vary by as 
much as 100 percent, 
depending upon how the 
"average daily balance 
subject to finance charge'* is 
determined.

rate increases. It is not 
uncommon for bills to jump 
25 percent when the utility 
billed customers for the full 
usage at the new. higher 
kilowatt hour rates. 

Always demand that your 
utility company explain 
every charge on your bill. 
Many slates provide specific 
procedures for disputing a 
utility bill. Follow these to 
prevent the company from 
terminatingyour service. 

Watch out for late 
payment charges or interest 
fees on erroneous charges. If 
the problem appears to be 
widespread, contact state 
utility officials and your 
state legislators about the 
matter. 

-CREDIT CARDS AND 
BANK STATEMENTS - The 
Truth in Lending Act 
requires financial in- 
stitutions to disclose in- 
terest, finance and other 
charges, and to set forth how 
they a re calculated. 

However, if you have ever 
studied your credit card bill, 



of billing mistake: 

-OVERCHARGES AND 
PHONY CHARGES - Some 

unscrupulous merchants will 
bill your credit card for 
products or services you 
never requested or received. 

Mistaken debits on bank 
statements arc occurring 
more frequently with in- 
creased use of automatic 
teller machines and the host 
of special charges related to 
minimum balances and- 
bounced checks. 

-INTERFST FEES ON 
MISTAKES - Sometimes 
correcting an overcharge or 
phony charge is only the 
beginning-some companies 
neglect to correct the in- 
terest fees and other charges 
attached to the billing 
mistake. 

-SERVICE AND HAN- 
DLING CHARGES - A 

number of credit card 
companies effectively 
charge higher interest than 
they state by requiring 
monthly or annual fees, even 
if the consumer is no longer 
using the card.

Park Districts Offer 
Many Chances To Learn 



by STEVE PETERSON 

When one thinks of the local park 
district, swimming lessons may 
automatically come to mind. 

But it is becoming increasingly clear 
that the park district is a place to learn a 
wide variety of useful talents 

While most park districts take a 
something-for-everyone approach, others 
strive for a few well-run programs. Either 
way, there's plenty to be learned out there 
at the parks. 

"We offer 120 programs at one time or 
another throughout the year," Linda Wilt- 
berger, superintendent of recreation for 
Round Lake Area Park Dist., said. 

Wiltberger said at Round Lake, "we of- 
fer something for everyone. Our Moms 
and Tots program starts at six months and 
we have a 93-year-old in our senior 
program." 

Most Lake County park districts are 
staffed with a handful or full-timers and 
rely on volunteers and instructors to make 
sure the classes are executed well. 
. "We could not run the programs without 
the volunteers," Wiltberger said. 

Grayslakc Community Park Dist. Direc- 
tor Dick Broadhurst said the reasons 
varry for taking a park district course. 
Some, wish to brush up on present skills 
while others are jumping into something 
new. 

"It varries depending on the difficulty of 
the course. Older people may take 
something like quilting while younger 
people take our dancing classes," 
Broadhurst said. 



Broadhurst, who used to work at Wild- 
wood Park Dist. before taking over the 
Grayslake job, said his park district 
strives for a few programs well-run. 
v "We strive for quality rather than quan- 
tity. We like to offer a few really solid 
programs and make sure we have 
qualified instructors," Broadhurst said. 

Most park districts operate with a direc- 
tor and a handful of part-time personnel. 
Revenues come from a combination of 
taxes and fees charged for residents and 
non-residents. 

Nancy Hohs, superintendent of reaction 
for Mundelein Recreation Dist., said the 
Mundelein park district offers a variety or 
programs including athletics, arts and 
crafts, and various workshops. 

Hohs, who has been at Mundelein for five 
years, said she has seen an increase in 
popularity for the district's pre-school 
program, among others. 

A key to success, Hohs said, is getting 
youngsters early and keeping ' them 
coming back for more. 

Most park districts are staffed with a 
handful of full-timers and instructors who 
make sure classes run smoothly. Revenue 
is gained through some taxes and fees 
charged to residents and non-residents. 

A new facility at Round Lake on Hart 
Rd. will give the park district an op- 
portunity to expand its programs to gym- 
nastics and programs for the handicapped. 

"The biggest problem right now is lack 
of space. The building on Hart Rd. will 
give us four times more space," Wilt- 
berger said.

Members of the Lake 
bounty Board agree that 
[here will be complete and 
full public hearings before 
toning or a landfill could be 
(approved in any possible 
(Heartland settlement. 
Critics maintain that it will 
lie too little, too late. 

Heartland comprises 1,827 
acres and is located directly 
south of Grayslake and 
southeast of Round Lake 
park. It was annexed to 
Hound Lake Park in 1981 
with an agreement that was 
considered to be so bad by 
neighboring villages and the 
county that efforts were 
mounted to stop the 
development. From that 
effort, a lawsuit by the 
bordering Alter project 
(which the county won) was 
filed and a suit by the 
Heartland developers is 
pending. 

Lake County Board 
Chairman, Jim LaBclle, said 
that if there werejo.bc a 
settlement on the Heartland 
issue, it would have to go 
through full and complete 
public hearings in .order to 
bo approved. All interested 
parties would be able to 
submit testimony in favor of 
or opposed to the agreement . 
or at least those areas in- 
volving zoning and landfills. 

"But there is no assurance 
that there is going to be any 
settlement," LaBellc said. 
"We are prepared to litigate 
the case." 

County board members 
Andrea Moore and Donna- 
Mae Litwiler, who made and 
seconded the motion 
strengthening the security of 
executive sessions, agreed 
(hat they would not support 
any settlement that did not 
give ample opportunity for 
thti affected 'public to have 
their say on a proposed 
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settlement. 

Critics point out, however, 
that if the county agrees to a 
settlement, It expressly is 
indicating that it will not 
object to the provisions of 
that settlement. Thus, if the 
county does provide for a 
landfill at Peterson Rd. and 
Rtc. 83 in a proposed set- 
tlement, then the county 
would not object in public 
hearings to that landfill. 
Sources have confirmed that 
Heartland developers have 
said that the landfill is "not 
negotiable." If there is to be 
a settlement, they insist the 
landfill must be approved. 

Since the area in question 
would exist ■ in unin- 
corporated Lake County, if 
the county does not object to 
the landfill, Waste. 
Management would, in all 
likelihood, have smooth 
sailing to getting their way. 

Critics note that it is a nice 
public position for county 
officials to say that they 
oppose in principle the idea 
of a landfill. 

"The real question, 
though, is will they formally 
object to It," one said. "If the 
answer to that is no, then 
there will be a landfill there. 
I don't see how the county 
could object to a proposal 
that it has approved." 

Adding fuel to the fire, 
ARP Landfill which is 
located just north of the 
proposed site for a landfill 
run by Waste Management,, 
published notice on Aug. 20 
of its intent to apply for 
expansion or its landfill. 
ARF, which currently oc- 
cupies approximately 80 
acres, would cover 195 acres 
if the expansion is granted. 
Owners of ARF will apply to 
both the county and to Round 
Lake Park for the expansion. 

The owners of ARF 



declined to comment oh the 
request over the phone, but 
agreed to discuss it with this 
newspaper later this week 
for publication next.

New Ordinances Will Speed

The first ordinance will require each oc- 
cupied property in the village and fire 
district to display the address number in a 
location on the property so as to be clearly 
visible under all conditions from the street 
fronting the property.

shall be three inches high and be of con- 
trasting color to the background. No script 
numbers shall be used. 

Smoke detectors, which have been proven 
to be a life-saving tool, are now required in 
all residential properties. The requirements 
vary for singte and multi-family dwellings. 
Full information on the requirements can be 
gotten from the Fire Prevention Bureau.

"The Secretary of State's 
office is not a high-level 
policy making position; it is 
an administrative position," 
she said, "and I have some 
abilities in public ad- 
ministration." 

Indeed, she does. Spirgel is 
the program coordinator for 
the Master of Arts in Public 
Administration program at 
Northern Illinois University 
inDeKalb. 

She criticized incumbent 
Secretary of State, Jim 
Edgar, for poor 
management of personnel 
and for poor administration 
of programs that have come 
out of his office. She said 
Edgar's well-publicized 
suspension without pay of 
employees who would not 
wear organ donor buttons 
was an example of poor 
management. 

"It was a violation . of 
freedom of speech. He had to 
backtrack on it because it 
was such a poor decision," 
she said. 



"The 
program 



organ donor 
is not being 
promoted well enough. In 
Arizona, you are asked to 
check yes or no (in the organ 
donor box) before your 
driver's license is processed. 
That simple step would im- 
mediately increase par- 
ticipation in the program in 
thisstate." 

Spirgel believes a more ef- 
fective approach for the of- 
fice would be to combine 
education with the current 
punitive methods of dealing 
with problems. She said 
education against driving 
drunk should start in 
driver's education classes in 
high school. Although a firm 
believer in getting drunks off 
the road, Spirgel said that 
the program is a mess right 
now. 

"They've got it back- 
wards," she said. "If you are 
arrested for drunk driving, 
your license is suspended. ■ 
You appeal to the court for a 
judicial driving permit to get 
to work and back. Then the 
Secretary of State's office 
reviews it and can reverse 
the court's decision. It 
should be the other way 
around. 

"The system is duplicative 
and costly. Circuit Court 
clerks around the state are 
being inundated with paper- 
work because of the inef- 
ficiency of the system. 

"Because of the reversal 
of the role of the Secretary of 
State's office and the judicial 
system in this program, a lot 
of drunk driver's could 
ultimately get off if there 
was a ruling that this is an 
unconstitutional way to han- 
dle the program." 

Spirgel also said that the 
Secretary of State's office is 
arbitrary and insensitive in 
reviewing judicial driving 
permits. She cited the case 
of a woman who asked that 
she be allowed to drop her 
children off to a babysitter 
before and after work. The 
Secretary of State's office 
denied the request. 

"How is the woman sup- 
posed to work if she can't get
